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INTRODUCTION 


Herewith is a report on the activities of the Committee on Publie 
Works during the 83d Congress. First, there is a list of measures 
considered and approved by the committee and enacted into law. 
This list is followed by outlines of the provisions of seven major laws 
of national interest and effect, as follows: 

Public Law 350, Federal-Aid Highway Act of 1954, authorizing 
Federal aid in the sum of $875 million annually for the fiscal 
vears 1956 and 1957, with tables showing the authorizations by 
classifications and the approximate allocations by States. 

Public Law 358, the St. Lawrence seaway, with a summary of 
the law and the project. 

Public Law 436, Public Law 476, and Public Law 544, power 
partnership laws to provide for early development of a system of 
hydroelectric dams on the Coosa River in Alabama and Georgia, 
the Markham Ferry Dam in Oklahoma, and the Priest Rapids 
Dam in Washington. These projects are in conformity with the 
policy of local and private development of power in cooperation 
with the Federal Government. 

Public Law 519, the Public Buildings Purchase Contract Act 
of 1954 (title 1) and the Post Office Department Property Act of 
1954 (title II). This law provides for the construction of publie 
buildings by private enterprise under contracts which will result 
in the Federal Government acquiring title upon payment of the 
full purchase price in equal annual amounts over an agreed period 
of amortization. 

Public Law 780, River and Harbor Act of 1954 (title I) and 
Flood Control Act of 1954 (title Il), authorizing specified river 
and harbor improvements, beach erosion projects, and flood 
control projects. 

It is felt that the legislative proposals approved by the Committee 
on Public Works during the 83d Congress will contribute substantially 
to the economic stability of the Nation. By extending and strength- 
ening the federally aided highway system, providing for United States 
participation in the St. Lawrence seaway, authorizing rivers and har- 
bors improvements, flood and beach erosion control projects, and 
setting up the machinery to facilitate construction of Government 
office and post-office buildings throughout the country, the committee 
has provided the tools for economic expansion. 

The program was made possible by the hard work and diligence of 
the chairmen of the various subcommittees and the fine spirit of 
cooperation of committee members. As chairman of the committee, 
I want to express my appreciation for this fine teamwork.

FEDERAL-AID HIGHWAY ACT OF 1954 
(Outline of provisions of Public Law 350, 83d Cong.) 


Public Law 350 provides Federal aid for highways in the sum of 
$875,000,000 annually for the fiscal years 1956 and 1957, apportioned 
as follows: 

$315,000,000 annually for projects on the Federal-aid primary 
highway system. 

$210,000,000 for projects on the Federal-aid secondary system. 

$175,000,000 for projects on the Federal-aid primary highway 
system in urban areas, and for projects on approved extensions 
of the Federal-aid secondary system within urban areas. 

(Matching for the above categories is on the 50-50 basis.) 

$175,000,000 for the interstate system of highways. (Match- 
ing for this category is on the 60-40 basis.) 

The law also provides other authorizations as follows: 

$22,500,000 for each of the fiscal years 1956 and 1957 for forest 
highways. 

$24,000,000 for each of the fiscal years 1956 and 1957 for forest 
development roads and trails. 

$12,500,000 for each of the fiscal years 1956 and 1957 for roads 
and trails in national parks, monuments, and other areas admin- 
istered by the National Parks Service. 

$11,000,000 for each of the fiscal years 1956 and 1957 for park- 
ways. 

$10,000,000 for each of the fiscal years 1956 and 1957 for Indian 
reservation roads and bridges, and for roads and bridges to pro- 
vide access to Indian reservations and Indian lands. 

$1,000,000 for each of the fiscal years 1956 and 1957 for main 
roads through unappropriated or unreserved public lands, non- 
taxable Indian lands, or other Federal reservations. 

$8,000,000 for the fiscal vear 1955 and a like sum for each fiscal 
year thereafter up to and including the fiscal year 1959, for the 
Inter-American Highway. 

$2,000,000 for each of the fiscal years 1955 and 1956 for com- 
pleting the Rama Road in Nicaragua. 

The law directs the Secretary of Commerce to make a study in 
cooperation with the State highway departments and other parties in 
interest relative to the problems posed by necessary relocation and 
reconstruction of public utility services resulting from highway im- 
provements. The Secretary of Commerce is directed to report to 
Congress not later than February 1, 1955 

The Secretary of Commerce, under Public Law 350, is authorized 
and directed to make a comprehensive study of all phases of highway 
financing, including a study of the costs of commie ting the several 
systems of highways in the several States and of the progress and 
feasibility of toll roads with particular attention to the possible effects 
of such toll roads upon the Federal-aid-highway programs, and coordi- 
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nation thereof, and to make a report of his findings including recom- 
mendations with respect to Federal participation inh toll roads, to be

submitted to the Congress not later than F% bruary 1, 1955. 

Not to exceed $250,000 Is authorized Lo be expended from adminis- 
trative funds for interstate planning and coordination of a continuous 
Great River Road traversing the Mississippi Valley from Canada to 
the Gulf of Mexico. 

The secretary of Commerce is authorized and directed, by Public 
Law 350, to transmit to the Committees on Public Works of the Senate 
and of the House of Representatives not later than December 31, 
1954, a suggested draft of a bill or bills for a Federal Highway Act, 
which will include such provisions of existing law, and such changed 
or new prov islons as the Secretary deems advisable.

ST. LAWRENCE SEAWAY 


(Public Law 358, 83d Cong.) 

This law creates a St. Lawrence Seaway Development Corporation 
as an instrumentality of the United States subject to the direction 
and supervision of the President or the head of such agency as he 
may designate. 

The management of the Corporation is placed in the hands of an 
Administrator, a Deputy Administrator, and a five-member advisory 
board, all to be appointed by the President with Senate confirmation. 

The Corporation is authorized to construct, operate, and maintain 
in cooperation with the St. Lawrence Seaway Authority of Canada 
deep-water navigation works in accordance with what is designated 
as the controlled single stage project (with a controlling depth of 
27 feet in channels and canals and locks at least 800 feet long, 80 feet 
wide, and 30 feet over the sills) in the International Rapids section 
of the St. Lawrence River, together with the necessary dredging in 
the Thousand Islands section. Such construction is conditioned on 
the receipt by the Corporation of a satisfactory assurance from 
Canada that the latter will complete the Canadian portions of the 
navigation works authorized by its Parliament in 1951. The Corpora- 
tion is further directed to coordinate its activities with an entity 
designated by the State of New York or other entity licensed by the 
Federal Power Commission to construct and operate the dams and 
power works authorized by the International Joint Commission in 
its order of October 29, 1952. 

The Corporation is vested with powers necessary for the conduct 
of its specified business, including the power of acquisition and disposal 
of real and personal property. The Corporation is declared to be a 
resident of the State of New York for the venue of civil suits. Em- 
ployees are to be appointed in accordance with the Classification 
Act of 1949 and they are accorded the same status as other Federal 
employees engaged in similar work. 

The Corporation is directed to sell its obligations and at no time to 
have outstanding in excess of $105 million in revenue bonds. 

Centralized financing by the Treasury avoids competition in the 
investment market between the Treasury and other Government 
agencies and makes for fiscal efficiency and economy. This is espe- 
cially important in view of the magnitude of the problems involved 
in the management of the public debt. 

In keeping with the intent of the law that the Corporation be 
completely self-liquidating, it is provided that borrowings from the 
Treasury shall bear interest at the current average rate on current 
marketable obligations of the United States under “comparable matu- 
rities’’ rather than the average rate of all outstanding marketable 
obligations of the United States. 

Testimony before the committee established that this project would 
be self-liquidating; therefore, it is specified that the obligations of

the Corporation shall be revenue bonds and that they shall be liqui 
dated from corporate revenues and have a maturity not in excess of 
50 vears. 

Public Law 358 follows current policy in authorizing the Corpora 
tion to make payments in lieu of property taxes on property subject 
to State and local taxation before acquisition bv the Corporation. 
The Corporation, its property, franchises, and income are specifically 
exempted from taxation by any State, community, municipality, on 
any subdivision thereof 

The Corporation is required to submit, through the President, to 
the (‘ongress an annual report on its operatlons at the | ecinhning oO 


each regular session. 


The Corporation is directed to negotiate with the St. Lawrence 
Seawav Authority of Canada, or such other ageney as may be desig 


nated by Canada, an agreement as to the rules for the measurement 


of vessels and cargoes, and the rates of charges or tolls to be levied on 


the seaway as well as for an equitable division of the revenue Public 
hearings in connection with the establishment and change of such 
rules and rates are provided for. If agreement is not reached with 
the Canadian agency, the Corporation is directed to establish such 
rules and rates unilaterally, after public hearings, for the United 
States portion of the seaway No action of the Corporation in 


establishing or changing basic rules of measurement or rates of tolls 
will take effect except upon recelving t he approval ol the President 
of the United States, subject oO review in accordance witl the pro- 
visions of the law. 


LOCATION AND NATURE OF CONSTRUCTION 


Krom Lake Ontario downstream a distance of 114 miles, the St, 
Lawrence River is international, containing the bo Indary line between 
Canada and the United States. The first 68 miles from the lake down 
to Ogdensbure, N. Y.. is known as the Thousand Islands section. 
Through this reach the river descends only slightly. Open-river 
navigation prevails, with a controlling depth of about 25 feet. In 
the t6-mile section, below, known as the International Rapids section, 
Ogdensburg to St. Regis (below Massena), N. } the river drops 92 
feet. To surmount the rapids in this section navigation must now 
transit the several confining lateral canals, with locks 252 feet long 
44 feet wide, and 14 feet over the sills on the Canadian side of the rivet 
built before the turn of the century by the Canadian Government 

Thousand [slands section Lowering ol thre scattered rock shoals 
to afford a controlling depth of 27 feet at present datum plane with a 
minimum channel width of 450 feet 

International Rapids section The major works to be constructed 
by the United States are located here They comprise 2 lateral 
canals, including 3 locks to bypass and surmount the new dams to 
be constructed as part of the power project to be accomplished jointly 
by the Hydroelectric Power Commission of Ontario and the Power 
Authority of the State of New York In order for these new 27-foot 
lateral canals to be undertaken economically and serve through navi- 
gation they must be built concurrently with o1 following construction 
of the power project.

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a) The Point Rockway or upper canal which would carry naviga- 
tion around the Lroquois control dam would be about 3 miles long, at 
least 440 feet wide at the bottom of the cut, and would inelude 1 
lock at least 800 feet long bv SQ feet wide and 30 feet deep over the 
sills. Normal lift would be from 1 to 5 feet. 

6) The Long Sault or lower canal, to carry navigation around the 
Long Sault Dam, which would be about 8 miles long, 440 feet wide 
at least at the bottom of the cut, including 2 locks each at least SOO 
feet long by SO feet wide by 30 feet over the sills Normal lock lifts 
would be 43 and 38 feet. Also, a 110-foot guard gate for repairs and 
unwatering the canal when necessary in the future would be con- 
structed above the upper lock 

The Canadian work under joint participation is described as follows: 

Welland Canal.—This canal, the fourth Welland Canal, was 
officially opened by Canada in 1932. It connects Lakes Erie and 
Ontario Water surface drop between those lakes is 327 feet. The 
present Welland Canal is 27 miles long, 200 feet wide at the bottom, 
310 feet wide at the water surface, and has a controlling channel 
depth of 25 feet. There are 7 lift locks and 1 guard lock. Lock 
dimensions are at least 800 feet long, 80 feet wide, with 30 feet over 
the sills Here Canada proposes to deepen the channel to provide a 
controlling channel depth of 27 feet; locks would remain unchanged. 

(Canadian section oO} the Se. Lawrence Rive This section of river is 
that extending 68 miles below the International Rapids section 
downstream to Montreal. Through this section the river descends 
some 125 feet and navigation must presently confine itself to the 
old 14-foot canal facilities, the locks being only 252 by 44 by 14 feet. 

In this section Canada will construct major facilities to provide a 
27-foot waterway, with locks 800 feet by SO feet by 30 feet over the 
sills. Use will be made of the existing Beauharnois power canal 
above Montreal, 16 miles long, where dredging operations are cur- 
rently underway. The various features may be summarized as fol- 
lows: 

a) Dredging in Lake St. Francis. Minimum channel width is 
150 teet. 

6) Two lift bridges across the Beauharnois Canal, and a twin 
flicht lock (bypassing the powerhouse from the canal to Lake St. 
Louis. Minimum channel width is 600 feet in the canal 

(c) Some dredging in Lake St. Louis, the channel to be not less 
than 450 feet wide. 

(d) A side canal, along the south shore, from Lake St. Louis to 
Montreal, to carry navigation around the rapids. Said canal to 
include 2 lift locks and 1 guard lock. Channel width to vary from 
200 to 300 feet. 





POWER PARTNERSHIP LAWS 
ALABAMA-COOSA RIVER DEVELOPMENT 
(Public Law 436, 83d Cong. 


The purpose of the act is to suspend the authorization of the com- 
prehensive plan for the Alabama-Coosa River and tributaries as pro- 
vided in the my to ‘rand Harbor Act approved March 2, 1945, insofar 
as it provides for the development of the Coosa River, to permit 
development of the Coosa River for electric power under a licens¢ 
issued pursuant to the Federal Power Act and in accordance with 
additional requirements as contained in the act 

The Alabama-Coosa River development was authorized in section 
2 of the River and Harbor Act of 1945 (59 Stat. 10, 17), but no Federal 
funds for the construction of dams on the Coosa River have been 
appropriate cd by the Congress. 

The plan of deve lopme nt would be reviewed by the Corps of Engi- 
neers with particular regard to flood control and navigation and the 
operation as well as maintenance of the dams would be subject LO 
reasonable rules and regulations of the secretary of the Army im the 
interest of flood control and navigation, 

The entitv primarily interested in making the application 
license from the Federal Power Commission pursuant to the provision 
of this measure would be the Alabama Power Co. ‘This utility com- 
pany is prepared to expend $100 million to undertake the develop- 
ment. It is antic ipated that as a result of the mstruction of the 
facilities proposed, 240,000 additional kilowatts of pow. will be pro- 
vided initially and ultimately 360,000 kilowatts. 

The act contains time limitations for which appli atiou for a license 
must be filed and construction carried out. The licensee would also 
be required to construct the dams in accordance with the compre- 
hensive plan for the development of the Coosa River, approved by 
the Federal Power Commission, and to adhere to the requirements of 
the Federal Power Act and to the provisions of this act. 

Under the provisions of this act the power development on the 
Coosa River will be accomplished with no cost to the Federal 
Government.

MARKHAM FERRY PROJECT 
Public Law 476, 83d Cong 


This act provides that the general comprehensive plan for flood 
control and other purposes approved by the act of June 28, 1938, for 
the Arkansas River Basin, as modified by the acts of August 18, 
1941, and July 24, 1946, is further modified to provide for the con- 
struction of the Markham Ferry project on the Grand River in Okla- 
homa by the Grand River Dam Authority, an instrumentality of the 
State of Oklahoma, in accordance with the terms of the Federal Powe 
Act and in general conformity with the recommendations of the Chief 
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of Engineers in House Document No. 107 of the 76th Congress and 
LTouse Dor ument No TOS ot the 79th Congress, such project Lo have 
thre same number of acre-feet ol flood storage and the same flood-con 
trol and power-pool elevations as recommended by the Chief of Engi- 
neers with provision for emergency operation lol surcharge storage 
3 feet above the normal flood-control pool and such project shall be 
designed for an ultimate installed capacity of not less than 72,000 
kilowatts, provided, that the initial installation may have a smallet 
Capacity 
The act also authorizes to be appropriated not to exceed $6,500,000 
as a monetary contribution by the United States for flood control] 
torage in the Markham Ferry project, provided, that such funds as 
rhea \ be appropriated under the forevome authorization shall he ad 
Inistered by the Chief of Engineers in a manner which shall assure 
that the Grand River Dam Authority shall comply with the pro- 
visions of this act relating to the construction of the Markham Ferry 
projpect, and (2 that the total pavinrent made by the Chief ol ne 
neers to the Grand River Dam Authority shall be $6,500,000. less

170, 179 Insofar as if adopted and authorized to be prosecuted the 
Priest Rapids Dam on the Columbia River, Wash., substantially in

D331, Slist Congress, 2d session is hereby modified Lo permit the 
development of the Priest Rapids site by Public Utility District No.

anv division, subdivision, agency, or commission. of the State of 
Washington under and in accordance with the terms and conditions 
of a license duly issued pursuant to the Federal Power Act and in 
aecordance with this act 

License application The Priest Rapids Reservoir site shall be 
developed to utilize the optimum capabilities of the site as a part of 
the comprehensive plan for economically feasible control and utiliza- 
ion of the water resources for flood control, navigation, power, and 
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other beneficial purposes. Before a license is issued, an applicant 
for a license shall submit a re port on the details of its plans for devel- 
opment to the Federal Power Commission with particular reference 
to the integration of the proposed Priest Rapids development as a 
part of the ‘comprehensive plan. 

Review of plans —The Department of the Army shall review any 
plans submitted to the Federal Power Commission for the purpose of 
acquiring a license to develop the Priest Rapids site or any other site 
in connection therewith and shall make recommendations with respect 
to such plans to the Commission with particular regard to flood 
control and navigation. 

Navigation and flood-control facilities.—The act also establishes that 
the license may provide for the addition of navigation locks and 
flood-control features by the Department of the Army at Federal 
expense, either as a part of the initial construction or at a later date. 
In the event that nonpower features are to be provided as part of the 
initial construction, an allocation of costs to such features shall be 
approved by the Federal Power Commission taking into consideration 
recommendations by the Department of the Army and licensee, and 
funds to cover such costs may be appropriated and may be trans- 
ferred by the Chief of Engineers to the licensee. If such navigation 
and flood-control facilities are not provided initially, the licensee shall 
provide at its own expense the basic features for future installation of 
navigation and flood-control facilities. 

Constructing agency.—Upon request by the licensee the Corps of 
Engineers under direction of the Secretary of the Army shall be au- 
thorized to receive contributed funds and act as constructing agency 
for part or all of the project, including acquisition of lands, easements, 
rights-of-way, or other interest in land in accordance with Federal 
laws and procedures governing flood-control projects and subsequent 
conveyance thereof to the licensee. 

Rules and regulations.—The operation and maintenance of a project 
under license pursuant to this act shall be subject to reasonable rules 
and regulations by the Secretary of the Army in the interest of flood- 
control and navigation. To assure that there shall be no discrimina- 
tion between States in the area served by the project, such license shall 
provide that the licensee shall offer a reasonable portion of the power 
output of the project for sale within the economic market area in 
neighboring States and shall cooperate W ith agencies in such States to 
insure compliance with this requirement, provided, that in the event 
of disagreement between the licensee and the power-marketing agencies 
(public or private) in any of the other States within the economic 
market area, the Federal Power Commission may determine and fix 
the applicable portion of power capacity and power output to be made 
available hereunder and the terms applicable thereto. Power surplus 
to the requirements of the licensee and other non-Federal marketing 
agencies (public or private) within the economic marketing area, as 
May be economically usable to the Federal System, may be made 
available to and may be purchased by the Bonneville Power Adminis- 
trator at rates not higher than the rates charged such non-Federal 
marketing agencies, and under such terms and conditions as shall be 
mutu: ally agree: able to the licensee and the Seer tary of the Inte ‘rior. 
Such power may be commingled with power from Federal dams in the 
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Columbia River system for which the Bonneville Power Administrator 
has been designated marketing agent and shall be sold by the Adminis- 
trator in accordance with the provisions of the Bonneville Project 
Act at established rate schedules. 

If an application for a preliminary permit for a license under the 
Federal Power Act to authorize the development of the Priest Rapids 
site is not prosecuted with reasonable diligence before the Federal 
Power Commission and in any event if the license application is not 
filed with the Federal Power Commission prior to the date which is 2 
vears after the date of the enactment of this act, the provisions of this 
act shall not be effective after such date and the authorization for the 
development of the Priest Rapids site contained in the Flood Control 
Act of 1950 shall have the same status it would have had if this act 
had not been enacted. In the event an application for a license is 
made and denied by the Federal Power Commission, or if construc- 
tion under a license is not carried out in a reasonable period of time as 
determined by the Federal Power Commission, the authorization in the 
Flood Control Act of 1950 will have the same status it would have had 
if this act had not been enacted. Notwithstanding any other provi- 
sion of law, the Federal Power Commission shall act on any such appli- 
cation filed with it prior to such date within 1 year after the date on 
which such application is filed. 


PUBLIC BUILDINGS PURCHASE CONTRACT ACT OF 1954 
(TITLE I 
POST OFFICE DEPARTMENT PROPERTY ACT OF 1954 
(TITLE II] 
(Public Law 519, 83d Cong.) 


This law provides for the acquisition of title to real property and 
construction of public buildings by the Administrator of General 
Services and the Postmaster General through purchase contract 
agreements, and also provides an expansion of authority for term- 
leasing agreements for the accommodation of activities of the Post 
Office Department. 

Pursuant to the terms of Public Law 519, installment payments on 
the purchase price will be made in lieu of rent and title to the im- 
proved property will vest in the Government at the end of the term 
of the agreement. The agreements will run for 10 to 25 years depend- 
ing upon the amount of amortization required for each. 

Local taxes will be paid on the property until title passes to the 
Government. 

The Government formerly employed two methods for occupying 
buildings for Federal purposes: (1) direct construction; and (2) leas- 
ing. Now by the terms of Public Law 519 a third or intermediate 
method by which title to properties may be obtained by the Federal 
Government is provided.

Agriculture watershed projects.—The Secretary of Agriculture is 
granted increased monetary authorization in the amount of $20 
million to continue works of improvement for runoff and waterflow 
retardation and soil-erosion prevention on 11 watersheds, as follows: 
Los Angeles River Basin; Santa Ynez River watershed, California; 
Trinity River Basin, Tex.; Little Tallahatchee River watershed; 
Yazoo River watershed; Coosa River watershed above Rome, Ga.; 
Little Sioux River watershed, Iowa; Potomac River watershed; 
Buffalo Creek watershed, New York; Colorado River watershed, 
Colorado; Washita River watershed. 

Extends the 75-percent rental provision from reservoir lands to 
include reservoirs for navigation and other purposes. 

Removes the limitation on transfer of funds to the Weather Bureau. 

Increases the monetary limitations for clearing and snagging of 
streams for flood control. 

Jroadens existing law to permit the Secretary of the Army to grant 
to Federal, State, or other public agencies, in connecidion with leasing 
lands in reservoirs for flood control, navigation, or related purposes, 
the right to manage land areas in the reservoir area and its vicinity in 
& manner compatible with sound conservation and forestry practices, 
including the cutting and disposal by sale of timber.
